The Consolidated Poods Corporation is a leading food processor, 
packer, and distributor. The company and its subsidiaries process, 
can, and package hundreds of different food products, including 
canned fruits and vegetables, diet foods, pickles, preserves, 
ellies, coffee, sugar, dried fruit, nuts, rice, frozen foods 
including fruits, vegetables, meat pies, and dinners), dried food 
seasonings, condiments, spices, and specialty items such as 
extracts, dressings, and sauces. 

Consolidated Poods operates 46 canning and processing plants 
and 30 distributing centers throughout the country. In recent 
years, it has expanded considerably by purchase and merger.

EXTENT OP UNIO N ORGANIZATION a/ 

Table 1 shows the extent of union organization among the facilities 
of Consolidated Foods Corporation. Of the 104 known facilities operated 
by Consolidated or by one of its subsidiaries or divisions, 50 are 
organized. The organized plants or establishments include 19 engaged 
in canning or processing and 31 in distribution. 

The company's distributing operations are organized to a much 
greater extent (31 of 51) than its canning or processing plants (19 out 
of 53). All of the 31 organized distribution operations are organized 
by Teamsters. 

Teamsters locals have bargaining rights in 44 of the 50 organized 
operations. The Packinghouse Workers have 2 plants organized, and the 
following unions eacn have one plant organized - Meat Cutters, Brewery 
Workers, Grain Millers and an Independent Union.

Company makes medium and low-priced cigars. Its principal brands 
are Dutch Masters, El Producto, La Palina, Harvester and Lovera. 
Distribution is effected mainly through more than 570 wholesalers, 

17 sales branches, and two sales subsidiaries. Direct sales also 
are made to chain stores and other large retail outlets. 

Piller tobacco is purchased from Cuban, Puerto Rican and domestic 
sources, and binder tobacco from domestic sources. About 50# of 
the wrapper tobacco used is grown by Company on farms in Connecticut 
and Massachusetts. 

In August, 1955, Company acquired a non-exclusive license under 
patents relating to the processing of tobacco into sheet form to 
be used as cigar binders. Facilities to manufacture binder sheet 
tobacco would be installed in the Olastonbury, Connecticut ware¬ 
house, to which a 115,000 sq. ft. addition was to be completed 
in the Fall of 1956 at an estimated cost of $1,100,000 (to be sold 
and leased back); machinery and equipment would cost $750,000.
